Report: NASA lacks funds to 
spot potentially deadly rocks 

WASHINGTON I NASA is charged with spot- 
ting most of the asteroids that pose a threat to 
Earth but does not have the money to complete 
the job, a U.S. government report says. 

That’s because even though Congress 
assigned the space agency that mission four 
years ago, it never gave NASA the money to 
build the necessary telescopes, according 
to the report released Wednesday by the 
National Academy of Sciences. 

Specifically, the mission calls for NASA, 
by 2020, to locate 90 percent of the poten- 
tially deadly rocks hurtling through space. 
The agency says it has been able to complete 
about one-third of its assignment with the 
current telescope system, 

NASA estimates that there are about 
20,000 asteroids and comets in our solar 
system that are potential threats. They are 
larger than 460 feet in diameter — slightly 
smaller than the New Orleans’ Superdome. 
So far, scientists know where about 6,000 
of these objects are. “It shows we have a 
problem we’re not addressing,” said Louis 
Friedman, executive director of the Plan- 
etary Society, an advocacy group, (ap)

Central bank claims 
economy may finally 
be nearing a recovery 

NEWYORK |A more upbeat Fed- 
eral Reserve is reassuring inves- 
tors that they’ve been making the 
right bets. 

Stocks bounded higher 
Wednesday after the central bank 
ended a two-day meeting by sa)dng 
the economy appears to be “level- 
ing out” rather than shrinking at a 
slower rate. The Fed’s more positive 
take on the economy than it had in 
June wasn’t surprising but it still 
bolstered hopes for a recovery. 

Wednesday’s advance energized 
the market’s summer rally after it 
stalled on Monday and Tuesday. 
Major market indexes jumped 
more than 1 percent, including 
the Dow Jones industrial average, 
which rose 120 points. 

Investors who sent stocks soar- 
ing the past four weeks on expec- 
tations for a recovery went into 
Wednesday hoping for a change in 
the Fed’s language. Many investors 
were anticipating that the central 
bank’s assessment might be mov- 


ing closer to their own after the 
Labor Department said Friday 
that the nation’s unemployment 
rate fell in July for the first time 
in 15 months. 

The Fed’s statement was par- 
ticularly gratifying after traders 


suffered an attack of nerves Tues- 
day that slashed 1 percent from the 
major indexes. Concerns about 
the health of banks fed that drop, 
but the Fed’s statement soothed 
those fears. The central bank also 
left interest rates unchanged, as 


expected. 

“They did really endorse the fact 
that we’re moving into recovery, 
not searching for the bottom,” said 
Bruce McCain, chief investment 
strategist at Key Private Bank in

Terror Suspect Convicted 


Ga. man sent videos 
of landmarks in U.S. 
to groups overseas 

ATLANTA I A23-year-old U.S. man 
was convicted Wednesday of aid- 
ing terrorist groups by sending 
videotapes of U.S. landmarks 
overseas and plotting to support 
“violent jihad” after a federal jury 
rejected his arguments that it was 
empty talk. 

The jury found Ehsanul Islam 
Sadequee guilty of all four charges 
he faced after about five hours of 
deliberations. The charges carry 
a maximum penalty of 60 years 
in prison, and his sentencing is 
scheduled for Oct. 15. 

Authorities say Sadequee never

posed an imminent threat to the 
US., but he took concrete steps to 
bolster terrorists when he sent the 
videos overseas and tried to aid a 
Pakistan-based terror group while 
on a trip to Bangladesh, 

Sadequee, who stared silently 
as the verdict was read, is the sec- 
ond terror suspect in Georgia to be 


convicted in the last two months. A 
judge convicted Sadequee’s friend 
Syed Haris Ahmed in June on one 
count of conspiring to support ter- 
rorism in the U.S. and abroad. 

Sadequee’s relatives said the 
conviction was an example of over- 
zealous prosecution in the after- 
math of the Sept. 11, 2001, terror 
attacks. Sadequee’s sister Sonali 
said she was “absolutely disap- 
pointed” by the jury’s decision, 

“What’s most frustrating to 
see that the post- Sept. 11 climate, 
even though Obama has commu- 
nicated there’s going to be a shift, 
it hasn’t really gone down to the 
general understanding of the com- 
munity and social attitudes,” she

Clinton Encourages Nigeria 
To Fight Against Corruption

Troops storm Afghan 
town in effort to oust 
militants from base 

DAHANEH, AFGHANISTAN I Helicop- 
ter-borne U.S. Marines backed by 
Harrier jets stormed a Taliban- 
held town in southern Afghani- 
stan before dawn Wednesday, the 
launch of a new operation to uproot 
Taliban fighters from a longtime 
base and provide security for next 
week’s presidential election. 

The troops exchanged heavy 
fire with insurgents, killing at least 
seven in an offensive they hoped 
would also cut Taliban supply lines 
and isolate their fighters. 

Associated Press journalists 
traveling with the first wave said 
militants fired small arms, mor- 
tars and rocket-propelled gre- 
nades after helicopters dropped 
the troops over Taliban lines. 
Fighting lasted more than eight 
hours, as Harrier jets streaked 
overhead and dropped flares in a 
show of force. 

The Taliban put up such fierce 
resistance that Marines said they 
suspected the militants knew the 
assault was coming. 

Other Marines met heavy resis- 
tance as they fought to seize con- 
trol of the mountains surrounding 
Dahaneh in the southern prov- 


ince of Helmand. Another convoy 
of Marines rolled into the town 
despite roadside bomb attacks 
and gunfire. 

It was the first time NATO 
troops had entered Dahaneh, 
which has been under Taliban 
control for years. 

U.S., NATO and Afghan troops 
are working to protect voting sites 
across the country so Afghans can 
take part in the country’s second- 
ever direct presidential election on

Russia Seeks Ship That Vanished 


Boat passed through 
the English Channel 
before disappearing 

LONDON I First the ship reported 
it had been attacked in waters off 
Sweden. Then it sailed with no 
apparent problems through one of 
the world’s busiest shipping lanes. 
And then it disappeared. 

The Arctic Sea, a Maltese- 
flagged cargo ship, was supposed 
to make port in Algeria with its

the ship or its Russian crew.

Russian President Dmitry Med- 
vedev ordered the country’s defense 
minister on Wednesday to take “all 
necessary measures” to find the 
missing ship, the Kremlin said. 

The mystery began on July 24, 
when the 15 crew members of the 
Arctic Sea said they were tied up 
and beaten by up to 10 men who 
boarded the ship off the Swedish 
coast. The masked men identified 
themselves as police — but Swed- 


ish police said they hadn’t been 
searching ships in that area. 

On July 28, the Arctic Sea made 
contact with British authorities as 
it passed through the busy Eng- 
lish Channel. Where the ship was 
next spotted is uncertain, Russian 
media reports say the last con- 
tact was on July 30 when the ship 
was in the Bay of Biscay and that 
it was later seen by a Portuguese 
patrol plane. 

But Portuguese Navy spokes- 
man Commander Joao Barbosa 
said, “We can guarantee that the 
ship is not in Portuguese waters, 
nor did it ever pass through Portu- 
guese waters.”

WTO Backs U.S. in Trade 


Decision could open 
Chinese markets for 
American producers 

G E N E VA I The World Trade Orga- 
nization backed the United States 
Wednesday in a major trade battle 
with China, issuing a ruling that 
could ease tight controls and open 
markets for U.S. makers of every- 
thing from DVDs to books and 
music downloads. 


The decision came down deci- 
sively against Beijing’s policy of 
forcing American media produc- 
ers to route their business through 
state-owned companies.

The ‘Burquini’ Makes 
Waves at Paris Pool 


French officials ban 
Muslim woman over 
head-to-toe swimsuit 

PARIS I A Muslim woman who tried 
to go swimming in a head-to-toe 
“burquini” has been banned from 
her local pool in the latest tussle 
between religious practices and 
secular authority in Erance. 

Officials on Wednesday insist- 
ed they banned the woman’s use 
of the Islam-friendly swimsuit 
because of Erance’s unusually 
strict hygiene standards in pools — 
not because of official hostility to 
wearing overtly Muslim garb. 

Under the policy, swimmers 
are prevented from wearing any 
street- compatible or baggy cloth- 
ing, such as Bermuda shorts, in 
favor of figure-hugging suits. 

The woman, a 35-year-old con- 
vert to Islam identified only as 
Carole, complained of religious 
discrimination after trying to go 
swimming in her burquini in the 
Paris suburb of Emerainville.

“Eor me, this is nothing but seg- 
regation,” she was quoted as telling 
Le Parisien newspaper. 

The issue of religious attire is a 
hot topic in Erance, where head-to- 
toe burqas or other full-body cov- 
erings worn by Muslim fundamen- 
talists are in official disfavor. 

Erench lawmakers recently pro- 
posed a ban on the burqa and other 
voluminous Muslim attire. Pres- 
ident Nicolas Sarkozy backs the 
move, saying such clothing makes 
women prisoners, maria danilova (ap)

The IRS in February asked 
U.S. District Judge Alan S. Gold 
in Miami to force UBS to turn 
over the names of about 52,000 
American clients thought to be 
hiding nearly $15 billion in assets 
in secret accounts. UBS and the 
Swiss government had resisted, 
arguing that to do so would violate 
Swiss confidentiality laws. 


The Swiss and U.S. govern- 
ments said in July they had agreed 
in principle on major issues but 
released no details. On Wednesday, 
lawyers for the U.S. and UBS said 
they had sealed the deal. 

IRS Commissioner Doug Shul- 
man said the deal “protects the 
United States government’s inter- 
ests.” Shulman’s two-sentence 
statement added only that more 
details will be released when the 
Swiss government signs the agree- 
ment as early as next week. 

Swiss banks hold an estimat- 
ed $2 trillion of foreign money, 
and financial services add about 
12 percent of GDP to the nation- 
al economy. According to the 
Boston Consulting Group, those 
holdings amount to one-fourth of 
the world’s foreign-owned assets.

Man Struck, Killed by Metro Train 


Agency rules death 
at West Falls Church 
intentional suicide 

A man was struck and killed 
Wednesday morning by a train 
entering the West Falls Church- 
VT/UVA station, Metro said 
Wednesday. 

According to a Metro state- 
ment, the man “was on the tracks 
intentionally as the train pulled 
into the station” at 11:18 a.m. The 
six-car train was headed in the 


direction of New Carrollton, the 
statement said. 

Metro spokeswoman Lisa Farb- 
stein said this is the third time a 
rider has intentionally been on the 
tracks since June 22, when a crash 
on the Red Line killed nine and 
injured 80. The apparent suicide 
was another difficulty for Metro, 
which is under heightened scrutiny 
after the June crash and a series 
of incidents this summer, 

Corine Hagan, who lives in Hay- 
market, was on the first car of the 
train that struck the man Wednes-

Safeway has lowered prices on 
thousands of items at its stores 
in the Washington region as 
the supermarket chain adjusts 
to shoppers’ increasingly frugal 
mind-sets.

Second-year receivers

REDSKINS I It’s tough to be the new 
guy.

The 
big receivers — along with tight 
end Fred Davis — were all chosen 
in the second round of the 2008 
draft as supplements to the big- 
play ability of former Pro Bowler 
Santana Moss. But Thomas strug- 
gled with the offense and caught 
just 15 passes. Meanwhile, Kelly 
was hampered by an assortment 
of leg injuries and played just five 
games, catching only three balls. 

Now, with an open competition 
for a starting spot alongside Moss, 
the sophomore duo are hoping

For his part, Thomas spent the 
last several months trying to mold 
himself into a legitimate NFL 
receiver. “Coming out of college, 
I was a little raw with [route run- 
ning],” said Thomas, who missed 
practice earlier this week because 


of a hamstring problem. “So, I 
used last year and this off-season 
to [improve] my routes.” 

While Thomas is more the burn- 
er, Kelly is more the big target. At 
6 -foot- 4, the former Oklahoma 
receiver should, theoretically, thrive 
in an offense that uses short passes 
to move down the field. And while 
he’s also had a hamstring problem 
in camp, Kelly should be on the field 
Thursday night. 

Whether he and Thomas will 
be able to stay there remains to be 
seen. “They have to play in ball- 
games,” Zorn said. “They need a

Louisville’s Pitino

New details emerge 
in ease stemming 
from restaurant tryst 

LOUISVILLE, KY. | The woman 
accused of trying to extort Lou- 
isville men’s basketball coach 
Rick Pitino approached him in a 
restaurant six years ago, and the 
two had sex at a table after closing 
time, the coach told police. 

Two weeks later, the married 
father of five gave Karen Sypher 
$3,000 after she said she needed 
an abortion and didn’t have health 
insurance, according to a summa- 
ry of Pitino’s July 12 statement to 
police. His attorney said Wednes- 
day that the money was to help her 


get medical coverage, not specifi- 
cally to pay for an abortion. 

University of Louisville President 
James Ramsey expressed surprise 
at the new details in the scandal 
surrounding the coach, a staunch 
Roman Catholic whose contract 
includes dishonesty and “moral 
depravity” as grounds for firing. 

Sypher said Pitino forced 
himself on her. But the 56 -year- 
old coach denied her allegations 
that he raped her that night and 
again several weeks later, saying 
she came on to him. 

Sypher, 49, has pleaded 
not guilty to federal charges of 
lying to the FBI and trying to 
extort $10 million from Pitino.

The ‘Neutrino Video 
Project’ puts your 
plot in the spotlight 

MUSIC I In this era, it seems as if 
everything from movies to people’s 
daily habits has made the jump to 
digital. Tyler Korba, director and 
cameraman of the Washington 
Improv Theater’s “Neutrino Video 
Project,” is part of an ensemble that 
doesn’t think improv should stay 
analog, either. 

The Neutrino Video Project 
gives improvisation a digital face- 
lift with a video twist. The show 
follows three teams, each with two 


actors, a runner and a cameraman. 
The teams use suggestions from 
the audience as inspiration before 
venturing outside to record a short 
movie that will be viewed by that 
same audience only minutes after 
it has been filmed. 

“It’s basically based on a long- 
form structure called ‘the Harold’ 
and follows three storylines that are 
about 30 minutes,” said Korba. 

The 30 -minute limit is divided 
into segments of alternating two- 
and three-minute scenes. Any 
leftover time allows for a wrap- 
up segment in which the direc- 
tor attempts to tie together the 
plotlines of the story.

“The way we’ve broken it down 
is, you know you’ve got something 
like four minutes to shoot two min- 
utes, and so on.” said Korba. “You’re 
constantly sort of battling between 
the time on your watch and the time 
code on your tape.” 

WIT didn’t coin the idea — it 
originally came from a New York 
improv troupe, and the project still 
bears its name. But it’s safe to say 
that WIT has taken the great idea

tion. From the sparse and tentative 
swirls of her first release, 2006’s 
“Fur and Gold,” Khan displayed 
a flair for the theatrical — paint 
and feathers for live shows — dark, 
almost-tribal instrumentals and 
her haunting voice.

Inspired by the Beats, 
Bat for Lashes singer 
Natasha Khan hits 
the American road 

MUSIC I The Atlantic Ocean 
couldn’t protect Natasha Khan 
from the call of the American 
highway. 

The ghost-voiced sprite who 
performs as Bat for Lashes may 
have been born in Wembley, Eng- 
land, spent her childhood summers 
in Pakistan, and traveled around 
the world with a squash-playing 
father, but when the visual-art- 
ist/musician turned 20, the siren 
call of Sal Paradise proved too 
strong, and Natasha Khan met 
America. 

“I came out on a pilgrimage,” 
said Khan. “I was reading Jack 
Kerouac and the Beat stuff, and 
I was like a young teenage poet- 
ic child wanting to discover all 
that.” 

Three months, traveling from 
New York to San Francisco to Mex- 
ico, introduced Khan to the pave- 
ment of Route 1, but it hardly satis- 
fied her love of the open road. 

“England is so small you can 
drive from the bottom to the top 
in four days or something, and you 
don’t get those vast landscapes 
and the whole pioneer culture of 
America,” said Khan. 

“America is all about traveling 
across frontiers and lands, and 
moving from one side to another 
. . . and I think that’s part of what’s 
attracted me. . . . There’s this escap- 
ism and history; it’s almost the 
history of America.” 

In the 29 years of Khan’s life, 
this Roman candle of a British 
singer has rarely stopped moving 
— and it’s hard to not pay atten- 


you don’t know how that happened. 
... There’s this very bizarre sort of 
instant culture now.” 

Critical buzz and a heavy tour- 
ing schedule, including a string of 
dates with Radiohead, took Bat 
for Lashes around the world, and 
with 2009’s “Two Suns,” Khan has 
released a lush, if slightly under- 
whelming, album, full of quaver- 
ing electronics, echo-filled vocals 
and almost-danceable beats, 
sound-tracking a night- driving 
story that might have come from 
Kerouac’s original scroll. 

“It’s kind of a document of 


my two or three years, moving 
between England and New York 
and going to the Joshua Tree 
desert and Big Sur quite a lot,” 
said Khan. 

“I very much perpetuated my 
own fantasies by coming here and 
really living them, and the more 
and more I come back, the more I 
realize it’s not like that, and that’s 
what the album is partially about 
— the disappointment I felt when 
I moved to New York and I was 
expecting to meet these strange, 
amazing, subterranean charac- 
ters and weird people.” 


Burned out on “Bedford Ave- 
nue, hipster and trust fund kids,” 
Khan invented an artistic alter 
ego named Pearl — a blond lover 
of the late night who could have 
stepped out of one of the Woody 
Allen-directed or Eaye Dunaway- 
starring films Khan said she felt 
she had walked into when she first 
came to New York. 

“Pearl functioned better in a 
place like New York,” said Khan. 
“She was darker and more night- 
time and she was all about delu- 
sion, and escapism and fantasy and 
getting obliterated. ... Pearl is me 


trying to understand that aspect 
of when life is too gritty, you can 
delve into this escapist fantasy, and 
then me, I suppose I’m the voice of 
reason. . . . I’m the voice pulling me 
back from the darkness.” 

Those dark stories are given a 
slightly enhanced life on Saturday 
as the singer’s love for visual art 
and decoration will turn the 9:30 
Club into a relic-strewn sanctuary 
and invitation to come along for 
one more journey. 

“When we play live there is no 
bull[expletive],” said Khan. “There’s 
a sort of sanctity about it. When- 
ever I sing, I try to ... initiate every- 
one into that space, and I want 
them to feel as though they are 
being transported on a journey.”

FILM I Park Chan-wook’s “Thirst” 
is the headiest vampire movie 
you’ll see all year. Based loosely 
— very, very loosely — on “The- 
resa Raquin,” Emile Zola’s bleak 
depiction of marriage and moral 
meltdown, the movie casts blood- 
suckers as potent symbols of errant 
desire and spiritual compromise, 
following a Korean priest who 
has a crisis of faith in the form 
of fangs. 

When he made his first two 
movies in the early 1990s, Park 
was better known as a film critic 
than as a filmmaker, but in 2000, 
“J.S.A,” made him a celebrity in 
Korea and his ambitious Ven- 
geance Trilogy — including 2003’s 
stunning “Oldboy” — gained inter- 
national acclaim. 


In a vampire-saturated market, 
“Thirst” stands out for the gravity 
of its themes as much as for the 
bravado of its performances. Park 


favorite Song Kang-ho returns 
as the lead, marking their fourth 
collaboration. The biggest movie 
star in Korea, he mixes the pen- 


sive with the physical, wearing his 
inner conflict like a monk’s robe 
even as he alternately indulges in 
sin and self-flagellation. 


But as actor and character, 
he’s no match for Kim Ok-vin, 
the young actress who plays the 
object of his desires. Best known 
as a beauty pageant winner, she 
bites down hard on her scenes 
as the put-upon young wife who 
attracts the priest’s S5mipathies and 
desires. When she finally becomes

a vampire, the impish glee in her 
physical demeanor becomes the 
movie’s liveliest and most spe- 
cial effect. 

So the ideas flow as thick 
and dark as blood from a bit- 
ten jugular, but “Thirst” is not 
only smart, but fun, full of sur- 
real humor and the kind of 
kinetic cinematic gimcrackery 
that marks all of Park’s films.

Dirt s Tones and Tales

Margaret Boozer’s 
installation draws 
nuance out of clay 

GALLERY | Visiting the Katzen 
Arts Center at American Univer- 
sity, one would not expect to see 
12,000 pounds of clay lying on the 
floor. But that’s exactly what’s at 
the museum through Sun,, part of 
Margaret Boozer’s exhibition “Dirt 
Drawings.” 

Boozer shows the personality 
of clay beyond standard ceramic 
forms. She spent two weeks bring- 
ing in materials from Perryville, 
Md., in shades of milky pink, lav- 
ender and yellow. She’s arranged 
her finds on the museum’s polished 


concrete floor in piled rocky frag- 
ments or raked powdery matter. 
Particular works even show 
growth, such as a circular form that 
was initially poured as a wet pool 
(as evidenced by the splattering on 


the wall). It has since dried, reveal- 
ing deep ravines that offer more the 
feel of a geological phenomenon 
than a finished exhibition, 

“Usually, a museum is designed 
to take care of objects rather than 


foster their growth and evolution,” 
says Katzen director and curator 
Jack Rasmussen, “This show is 
about the artistic process, instead 
of rows of pots.” 

The exhibition is also about nat- 
ural formations, industrial sites and 
other clay sources where Boozer 
finds inspiration. That much is clear 
in the mix of organic and deliber- 
ate patterning of her forms. 

Though she shapes each struc- 
ture, Boozer also lets go, allowing 
the clay to show its true, almost 
painterly colors. And when the 
show’s over, she’s invited other art- 
ists to take away the clay for their 
own purposes. The only require- 
ment: Send her a picture of what 
they make for her records of the 
clay’s rebirth, danielle o steen

MUSIC I Even if she hadn’t called 
her band the Great Picture Show 
or written a song called “Wow and 
Flutter,” you’d know April Smith is 
an analog kind of gal. Her sea shan- 
ty, “Colors,” starts with a marching- 
band drum, then gradually adds 
banjo, kazoo, accordion and what 
sounds like a ship’s bell. 

“Actually, it’s a saucepan in the 
key of D,” she notes. 

Bell or pan, Perez Hilton called 
the cacophony catchy enough to be 
on “Grey’s Anatomy” or an iPod 
commercial, which would suit the 
label-less Smith fine: “It’s definitely 
not selling out; it’s just selling. If 


you’re a making a living at music 
that’s what you have to do.” 

That also means asking fans 
to contribute $10,000 toward the 
next album, which will include 
“Colors” and the dark-humored, 
showtune-cadenced “Terrible 
Things.” With a haunted-house 
organ intro and lyrics like, “I 
just reflect what you’d expect, so 
you don’t suspect,” “Things” was 
inspired by Showtime’s “Dexter.” 
(“My dream would be to use it in a 
season promo,” she gushes.) 

Smith goes for a campy, vampy 
vibe on “Wow and Flutter,” and 
when she promises to “lay you 
down, spin you round and play you 
like a record,” you can almost pic- 
ture her strolling into the audience 
and grabbing a gentleman’s tie. 

“It’s a cabaret song,” she 
explains, adding that, “it’s about

G A L L E R Y I Walk into the Gallery at 
Flashpoint and you might expect 
to hear music.

Ever)Thing about 
the recording hints at classic R&B, 
particularly Izibor’s big voice and 
hooky melodies. 

The Dublin-born singer-song- 
writer is the heart of her own proj- 
ect, a rarity amid so many contem- 
porary R&B discs gunked up by 
high-profile guest stars.

made me cool.” 

The recording touches on 
romantic yearning and unrequit- 
ed love, but Izibor brings a blend of 
youthful optimism and a maturity 
to songs such as “If Tonight Is My 
Night,” “The Worst Is Over” and 
“Don’t Stay.” 

“I like what [‘Don’t Stay’] stands 
for,” she explains. “It’s about one of 
those issues that recur in our lives: 
We get into these relationships with 
someone who doesn’t feel the same 
or vice versa, and you reach that 


breaking point where you have to 
make a decision. You have to be 
really strong.” 

Izibor says that, growing up, she 
didn’t think that she liked music, 
because so many of her peers lis- 
tened to mainstream pop. Then she 
discovered Nina Simone, Donny 
Hathaway and Otis Redding, and 
the light went on. At 15, she won 
Ireland’s prestigious “2FM Song 
Contest.” Two years later, she began 
working on her debut album. 

So far, she’s garnered compari- 
sons to Laur 3 m Hill and Alicia Keys, 
company Izibor is comfortable with. 
But be assured, “Anytime people 
come to my shows, they know that 
it’s Laura Izibor. And that’s the

FILM I Sure, they’re cute. They 
seem to be smiling all the time. 
And, yeah, they’ll do tricks if you 
bribe them with herring (but who 
wouldn’t?). But the intelligent, sen- 
sitive dolphin is a creature in grave 
danger in Japanese waters. 

Former dolphin trainer Ric 
O’Barry (who worked on TV’s 
“Flipper”) took up the mission of 
saving as many of the mammals 
as he could. “The Cove,” a docu- 
mentary by Louis Psihoyos, fol- 
lows O’Barry ’s efforts as he teams 
up with the Oceanic Preservation 
Society and some determined col- 
leagues to stop the slaughter off 
Taiji, Japan. 

O’Barry is known in the fishing 
village — and despised. His muck- 
raking efforts threaten to slow or 


stop the multi-billion dollar indus- 
try from sources such as entertain- 
ment and a black market in mer- 
cury-tainted dolphin meat. 

With so much at stake, what 
could have been a do-good doc 
designed to tweak the outrage of 


the sympathetic, turns into a nerve- 
wracking thriller. O’Barry and the 
crew are watched and tailed, and 
the film’s heroes forced to get foot- 
age of the hunt by subterfuge. While 
it’s tense and exciting, the real value 
of their work, with health ramifica- 


tions for humans as well as more 
immediate ones for the dolphins, is 
never glossed over. Don’t bring the 
kiddies: Witnessing the deaths of 
these creatures is more than many 
adults can bear.

Sustainable food 
sourcing reaches a 
new level, thanks to 
enterprising chefs 

GROWING AWARENESS I The typi- 
cal day for a restaurant staffer does 
not usually include a movie screen- 
ing, But that’s just what happened 
at RESTAURANT EVE in June, when 
chef Cathal Armstrong asked his 
crew to watch the sustainability- 
minded, farmer-friendly docu- 
mentary “Fresh,” as part of their 
continuing education, 

Armstrong is one of several 
chefs in Washington who finds 
benefits in instructing their work- 
ers about local, organic food. Some 
have also turned their backyard, 
courtyard or street front into a 
classroom, cultivating vegetables 
and herbs on site. 

During the growing season, 
Armstrong’s 2,000-square-foot 
garden produces 20 percent of his 
produce — everything from peas 
and turnips to artichokes and nec- 
tarines — and runs on compost 


from the restaurant’s kitchen, 
“The garden gives me an 
opportunity to educate my staff 
on where food really comes from,” 
he says.

At POSTE MODERNE BRASSERIE, 

chef Robert Weland instructs his 
diners. Every Thursday he offers 
his “Market to Market” program, 
building a five-course tasting menu 
for a dozen visitors by taking them 
through the Penn Quarter farmers 
market and the restaurant’s garden, 
which includes 14 varieties of heir- 
loom tomatoes. 

Of course the on-site garden 
is nothing new, as RESTAURANT 
NORA, for instance, has cultivat- 
ed its herbs and fruit trees since 


the 1980s, But chef David Varley 
of BOURBON STEAK represents the 
next wave, as he’s building a roof- 
top greenhouse to sustain 365 
days of growing and supplement 
his 500-square-foot garden along 
Georgetown’s C&O Canal, 

He knows the move is in part 
economical (as the garden already 
saves him $300 a week in purchas- 
es), but it’s also inspirational, 

“It gives you something to look 
forward to,” he says, “Say you know 
in two weeks you’re going to have 
40 pounds of radishes — you 
come up with interesting ideas 
because you’d be a fool to waste it,”

Still Searching for 
Vegetarian Heaven 



Love the green? Get 
a bite of meatless 
variety at these stops 

CRUNCHY I Whether for health, 
social status or just sheer taste, 
D.C. loves its veggies. The love 
may be there, but finding a new 
place to satisfy that herbivorous 
urge isn’t always easy. 

Katt Hull has been a vegetar- 
ian on and off for about five years; 
her teetering is because of “the lack 
of good food options.” But she has 
taken a liking to Sunflower Vege- 
tarian Restaurant, which she first 
visited before going meatless. 

“The menu is unbelievable,” said 
Hull. “If you close your eyes you’d 
think [General Tso’s Surprise] is 
the real thing. It’s the most unique 


vegetarian restaurant.” 

Marissa Valeria of Rockville is 
also on the Chinese bandwagon 
because “they make it so easy.” 
Valeria frequents the Vegetable 
Garden for its carved and curled 
shiitake mushrooms with aspara- 
gus. But according to Valeria, the 
“best vegetarian food in the uni- 
verse is El Tamarindo.” Growing 
up in Wheaton, Valeria became 
accustomed to eating pupusas and 
finds its bean-and-cheese version 
the best in the area. 

It’s no surprise that D.C.’s his- 
toric Ben’s Chili Bowl made it on 
the pro-veggie list, too. Both Emily 
Diamond-Falk and Tim Tranchilla 
give props to its vegetarian chili, 
both in a bowl or on top of fries. 

An 11-year vegetarian, Tranchil- 
la discovered new ways to find his 


next meal: If he’s craving textured 
vegetable protein he’ll simply type 
in “TVP” and “DC” and pull up 
a Google map of the restaurants 
offering dense protein. His favor- 
ite is Peking Express’ TVP orange 
chicken and TVP honey sesame 
chicken. “Both fake!” he said. “Really 
tasty and high in protein!” 

While David DeGennaro 
doesn’t anticipate a plethora of 
vegetarian options, he enjoys when 
“places do something special, but I 
don’t walk in expecting it.” But the 
disappointment still comes. 

“[Sometimes] restaurants have 
things that look really good and 
should be vegetarian, but aren’t,” 
said Degennaro. “I love mac and 
cheese and my eyes light up when 
I see it on the menu. But then my 
heart drops when I see it’s made 
with bacon or shrimp.” 

Recently, he found a version 
he could enjoy at the Rugby Cafe. 
“[The macaroni and cheese] 
is made with onions and rose- 
mary and is absolutely delicious.”

Is the PLUS Master Promissory Note the only thing I have to sign, or 
is there another form for the credit check? In addition, do I have to do entrance counseling for the Parent PLUS loan? If 
so, where do I go to do this?

Thanks for your e-mail. A credit check is requried to qualify for Parent PLUS and Grad PLUS loans. The credit check 
is authorized by the loan application, which is combined with the Master Promissory Note (MPN). Some lenders 
require a credit check authorization in addition to the application and MPN. Ask your lender if they require a separate 
authorization. 

Stafford and Perkins loans do not require a credit check and generally provide better loan terms than PLUS and 
private loans. You should utilize the maximum amount available to you through these loans before applying for and 
accepting PLUS or private loans. 

Entrance counseling is offered through your school's financial aid office. Students are required to attend counseling 
for any federal loans they borrow, including Perkins, Stafford, and Grad PLUS loans. Because your parent is the 
borrower of the Parent PLUS loan, you do not have to attend entrance counseling for this loan. However, make sure 
you and your parents understand the terms and conditions before borrowing a PLUS loan. 

American Student Assistance® (ASA), the designated student loan guarantor for Washington, D.C., believes all student 
loan borrowers are entitled to comprehensive debt management support that goes beyond just entrance counseling.
